Mr. L. E. Grainger hands the 
Chief a letter he received from 
John Pinson, a farmer at Proetor, 
making the following statement 
as to the method of destroying 
the boll weevil: % 
1. Pick up all squares that ere 
on the ground. 
2. Tie a rope aerom your Culti­ 
vator feet on small eotton so *s to 
knock off all the squares that have 
been punctured, and your eultiva. 
tor will cover them up. 
3. After cotton gets larger place 
a 1x4 ten feet long or long e nough 
to drag three rows at a time, un­ 
der your double-tree ao it will 
shake the eotton thoroughly, keep­ 
ing the forms that have been stung 
all shook off, and continue plow- 
ing every week or ten day« until 
all danger of the weevils ia past.
